His average daily attendance 
has dropped from 28 to 16 This is on 
account- of the cold weather "The 
roads are so bad too, and the chil- 
dren's shoes are almost worn out now," 
says Mr. McGovern. 

Shoes play an Important part in the 
rural school attendance. Walking is 
hard on them and sometimes a child 
has to stay at home two or three days 
until the father can go to town and 
get him new shoes If a child is 
warmly clad the weather and walking 
does not hurt him. These are some 
of Mr. McGovern's observances in 
teaching school.

Church Etiquette.

A«t long as there are churches there will be a church 
etiquette, and very many who would not think for a 
moment of offending at a social function, do not seem at 
all concerned when attending a sacred service. The fol- 
lowing rules form a good foundation: 

L If possible, be on time. You need at least five 
minutes, after coming, to get warm or c >ol, to compose 
your body and mind, and to whisper a prayer before the 
service begins. 

2. Never pass up aisle during prayer or Scripture 
reading. If you do your presence will distract the minds 
of many in the audience. 

I, Bti devout in every attitude. All whispering 
should be studiously avoided. Find the hymn and sing 
it if you can. Share the book with your neighbor. 

4. If the sermon has begun, take a seat near the 
door, no matter if you are "at home." 

5. Be thoughtful for the comforts of others. Take 
the inside of the pew if you »re the tir.-t to enter, and 
leave all vacant space at the end next to the aisle. 

o. Speak a bright, cheery word to as many as pos- 
sible at the close of the service. If you are a stranger 
ask one of the ushers to introduce you to the pastor or to 
some of the officers of the church. This will always in- 
sure you a hearty welcome. 

7. Never put on your overcoat, overshoes, or wraps 
during the closing hymn, and do not make a rush for the 
door immediately after benediction is pronounced. There* 
should be no loud talking and jesting after the service is 
concluded. They are as much out of place in the house 
of God as in a house of mourning. — Exchange. 



The District of Columbia has a sur- 
plus this year or (*><>, U00, which the 
commissioners wished to hold and 
have the Federal Government appro- 
priate $2,000,000 for its improve- 
ments. 

Under the terms of the Johnson pro- 
vision the District will be compelled to 
expend its hoarded *2,<MX>,<KM on public 
works and the Federal Government 
will be *2.oeo.O0O • to the good." 

The Johnson measure provides that 
hereafter Congress shall give the Dis 
trict of Columbia oaly such sums as he 
thinks it should have. 

Mr. Johnson has worked persistently 
for five years in his effort to have the 
time honored half-and-nalf provision 
repealed, and because of his activity 
in this matter he has often been se- 
verely criticised by the Washington 
papers. His colleagues congratulated 
him today on his success in piloting 
the measure through the house.

Every 
business mutt haw its "downs ' as 
wall ai its "ops.'' and just now is the 
bast time ever for people in the South to 
take up the breeding of good hogs, not 
only hecau.se of a depression in prices 
that will ( liable them to get foundation 
stock comparatively cheap, but to oil- 
Ml the low price of cotton, etc 

sa.rneone hai said that a hog can 
root the mortgage off any farm if 
there is enough of him and he is giveu 
a fair chance, and we believe this to 
be almost literally true for no animal 
that is grown on our farms gives 
greater returns lor initial cost than 
the "lowly pig" if given good treat- 
ment. 

The hog i* somewhat of a scavenger 
I it la this ability to look after hla 
and to be able to live 



starve that has rendered him unpopu 
lar with some few fastidious persons 
who have not rcilly made a study of 
hi, lordship, the great American hog. 
11, .1 said, however, that while the 
averagn hog will eat most any. lung 
any other animal will eat, he hai his 
choice of foods and ii at great an 
epicure as some of his two legged 
brothers. 

The question is often asked as to 
which breed of hogs is most profitable. 
As well for a young man to ask if he 
should marry a girl with raven or 
golden tressea or one with a nose de- 
cidedly aquiline or slightly puggy: it 
it merely a matter of taste or fancy. 
All the pore breeds are good, and while 
some one breed may suit a certain lo- 
cality better than another, the fact 
remains tiiat good money can be made 
anywhere with any of the standards or 
well-known breeds of hog* If properly 
cared for. 
The "buy-a.bale-of-colton" move- 
is all right, but the "buy s pig" 
| it better jutt now, and while 



you are buying better buy a good me. 
If you want a "cheap John" pig you 
can get it at home and at a low price 
ana save expressage. Hetter buy It 
at home anyway if you can get as good 
as you can buy elsewhere ami thus help 
the liome breeder aud yourselt by 
keeping your money at home. 

Now that we have bought the pig, 
let's see about the best method of feed- 
ing him, or rather, the best method of 
lettiug him feed himself, for it is his 
ability to feed aud care for himself 
that makes him so valuable an asset 
on the farm. Of course you must pro- 
vide plenty of the different kinds of 
feed that he loves aud give him free ac 
cess to it and he will do the rest. 

You can grow a pig artificially, at 
you do Mowert and plants, the hot- 
house variety, but we want the kind 
that any farmer can grow under ordi- 
nary farm conditions aud we suggest 
that the first thing to provide is plenty 
of pasture and for all the year round, 
clover and graas in summer and fall 
and clover, rye and other winttr cover 
crops In winter and spring. Rape is 
splendid for summer and fall pasture. 
A few years ago we had rape, eorghum 
and cowpeat In same Held and it would 
have done you good to tee how those 



plot U another and the way they 
gained was marvelous. Of course, In 
our northern states hogs must be fed 
some grain in winter and must be pro. 
vided with thelter, but in most of the 
southern states Hie question of shelter 
is a small item. 

Hogs will driuk any kind of slop, but 
they love a fresh drink and should 
ever have accest to clear running 
water if possible. Peanuts are said 
to be line for hogs and apples are 
splendid; peaches better and hogs can 
live on clover of most any variety. Our 
sows ran on grass and clover this past 
summer and ate the apples and 
peaches that grew in the tield and had 
a very little corn, aud suckled fair- 
sized litters and came through to fall 
in good healthy condition. Of course 
the pigs were not so large as if we 
had fed them heavily on grain, but 
they were healthy and strong and 
ready to take on weight when we began 
feeding them this fall. These sows 
will be kept in a woods pasture a part 
of the winter, for when the ground is 
muddy and wet and cold they do better 
in the wooda. They find many insects, 
etc., In the woods and seem to keep 
well there, as the leaves make an Idea' 
place to root and for making beds. A 



ery bad weather, but we notice that 
in ordinary weather they prefer a bed 
in the open, piling up the leaves. Of 
course we feed grain regularly when 
in the woods. We use wheat middlings 
and corn and have fed tankage with 
good results, and where one can get 
milk to mix with the middlings It is an 
ideal feed. Also, we keep a supply of 
black strap molasses and mix a little of 
this with the slop and we consider it 
as cheap a feed as one can buy. Of 
course we do not depend on the mo 
lasses save at a relish and condi 
tlonar. It is cheap and we believe the 
day is near when molasses will be fed 
to all kinds of stock In one form or 
another. 

Now, at to cooking a hog's food, if 
you have never done so, do not begin, 
and if you have been cooking the food 
quit, for a hog has nothing else to do 
save to eat and grow and the wise Cre- 
ator gave him a good aet of grinders 
that will last as long as his average 
life, and we really believe that hogs 
do better on uncooked food. Shade is 
essential in very warm weather, but 
bogs like the sunshine and must have 
it to be healthy. If you doubt this 
give them a chance in cold weather 
and they will seek the sunny side of 
the barn or pen. 

Our aim is to grow hogs till the 
proper age to fatten and then put the 
flesh on in a hurry. We have put as 
much as three pounds a day on a fair- 
tized hog that was in a thrifty condi- 
tion and after we got him started, but 
one and a half to two pounds a day is 
a fair gain. Of course where only a 
few hogs are kept and much slop, etc., 
may be had, one can grow them rap- 
idly from the first and just here we will 
say that we believe a few hogt well 
cared for will return a greater profit 
than a larger herd that cannot be prop- 
erly feil and cared for. Hogs must be 
keut free of lice and worms Worms 
are worse than lice and cost the farmer 
good dollars There are many reme- 
dies for worms. Most any of the ad- 
vertised foods and tonics will get the 
worms. Wood ashes and charcoal will 
help Any good dip will get the lice if 
used several times, or some kind of oil 
is good 

Just a few closing words Get good 
foundation stock of any breed you may 
fancy and select the best pigs for 
lireediug purposes. Cull thetu closely 
and sell the runts and inferior animais 
for pork. Some folks ask me if it 
pays to keep pure bred hogt To all 
such inquirers I answer it depends on 
nerve and perseverance as to whether 
there is more money in pure-bred ani 
mals than in good but not necessarily 
registered stock. It costs no more to 
beid the pure-breds than the others 
and the extra good ones can usually be 
sold for breeding purposes at a higher 
price than pork hogs and the culls are 
usually better than the best scrubs. 
As to how much you will make on your 
pure bred animals depends on your 
nerve as an advertiser and your hon- 
esty in dealing with your customers. 
You can "put off" a bad pig on a man 
one time, but rarely can you repeat the 
performance. Better tall a straight 
story about the auimal and if there are 
some slight defects as to points or con- 
formation tell this also and then the 
man has no "come-back" if he is not 
pleased. 

The world is going to be meat hun 
gry ere long and the United States 
being the only big nation not at war 
must be prepared to feed other nations 
as well as her own big family and the 
man who has plenty of good animals 
need not worry about the market. The 
prophets say that prosperity is jutt 
around the corner, s > let us be ready 
to "hand out" a few alices of ham and
